The inventions are distinct, each fi"om the other because of the following reasons: 

2. Inventions I and II are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be shown that they are 
not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different designs, modes of operation, and 
effects (MPEP § 802.01 and § 806.06). In the instant case, the different inventions I and n 
specifically require different features, which mutually exclude the capability of the two to 
operate together, the invention I requires two reflective elements residing in joint sides of a 
comer and the invention one requires only one reflective element and non-reflective material on 
all other sides of a touch sxu-face. 

3. Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given above (see 
MPEP § 808.02), restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must include (i) an 
election of a species or invention to be examined even though the requirement be traversed (37 
CFR 1.143) and (ii) identification of the claims encompassing the elected mvention.
